CAIRO’S HOUSING PROBLEM. 


To Tae Eprron or rae “Borprian Gaserre” 

Sir,—I had hoped before intruding on 
space to have had gt awiony fot ad 
some further correspondence on the subject of 
the housing problem referred to by “Interested” 
in your issue of the 16th inst. but as none has 
so far appeared, I forward my sunall contribu: 
tion on this in ing subj 

I do not think that the proposition iade by 
“Interested” viz : that the government should 
build dwelling houses in Cairo in which to 
house the goverument employés is one which 
would commend itself, There are many objec- 
tions to the Government making itself the 
landlord of employés owing allegiance toa 
dozen different countries, and one shudders to 
think what would be the outcome of disputes 
between landlord and tenant ; the possible and 
more than probable complications would be 
infinite. Further, in the opinion of many, Cairo 
is already overbbilt and and 
open spaces rather than huge blocks of build- 
ings are the first desideratum, but I am not 
qualified to express a personal opinion on this 
point. Further I am given to understand that 
the Government does not now possess in the 
city itself any suitable sites for residential 
purposes—and to buy at the present high 
prices any suitable sites so far as position and 
healthy surroundings are concerned is quite 
out of the question—for the purchase money 
for the land itself would preclude, owing to 
the interest charge, the building of “sky- 
scrapers” even, which could be let off as apart- 
ments at rentals within the means of the lower 
paid employés. It must not be forgotten that 
large airy apartments’are wanted, for I take it 
for granted that the married employés would 
have first consideration ; contracted, stuffy 
rooms are not the best adapted for the healthy 
upbringing of children- and such places do 
not conduce to the health of the head of the 
family either. 

A solution for the housing problem must be 
looked for owtside the city itself—in the res- 
pective suborbs,-and now that communication 
by rail and tram is so extended and improved, 
the problem is greatly simplified. (To avoid 
any misconception, let me say at once that 
the only piece of land I possess is situated at 
Old Cairo, so that “Interested” and othera may 
rest assured that I am not by some side issue 
trying to work off another speculative land 
boom ; I do not even like to speculate over 
that diminative plot I possess.) 

Years since, before a land boom was even 
thought of, bundreds, nay thousands of build- 
ing plots were disposed of by the government 
and private individuals at prices ranging from 
& few paras to a few piastres the metre, and 
with the exception of one district, but a small 
proportion of these sites have been utilised 
owing to the then absence of rapid and fre- 
quent communication—a matter which I have 
already pointed out has of recent years been 
remedied. 

It would not be possible without a canvass 
to ascertain how many of these unused sites are 
still held by government employes, but it would 
be quite safe to say that some hundreds are. 
What then is required ‘s a financial group, a 
local one by preference, who would be prepared 
to advance capital to Government employés 
(and may be permanent residents) with which 
to construct cottages or bungalows on building 
sites already belonging to them. Such struo- 
tures should be well built, and if not aesthetic 
should be at least pleasing to the eye extern- 
ally, and comfortable internaliy. The financial 
group might constitute itself its own con- 
tractors for building, or in the event of a 
technical employé chosing to superintend the 
work for himself or any of bis colleagues, an 
expert of the group might be appointed to 
check off quantities — and this more as a matter 
of form. In the event of an ‘outside’ contractor 
being employed, the expert of the group would 
of course have a heavier task to perform, but 
then the financial group and the one for whom 
the hense was being built would be matually 
interested in ensuring against scainped work or 
the employment of inferior material and fittings. 

An interest charge would be made on the 
sum advanced (representing actaal rental) and 
to this should be added an amortization 
charge, so that in a few years time the 
employe becomes his own land-lord. It is 
not necessary now to enter into details as 
to the interest to be charged or the amorti- 
zation to be arranged for, the first would not 
of course exceed the legal rate and most 
likely would be much below, while the second 
is one to be arranged for by mutual agree- 
ment ; nor need I now refer to the question of 
“surrender” in the event of the householder 
being transferred to another town or district, 
or leaving the country, suffice to say that the 
subject has been well considered. 

It will have been at once seen how advan- 
as the arrangement I have suggested 
would be to the land-owning employé and any 
financial group, syndicate, or company formed 
to advance the required capital ; the former 
would not have included in his rental an 
interest charge on the purchase price of the 
land apon which his house is built — as it 
already belongs to him, while the latter would 
not be called upon to sink capital in building 
sites which might or might not be taken up, 
they would only have to provide, as required, 
the capital requisite for buildings which would 
bring in immediate returns, and they would 
be more than guaranteed against any risk of 
loss by the temporary cession to them of the 
title deeds to the land pending the amortization 
of the debt. 

The foregoing is but a very bare outline of a 


scheme which I have discussed with « large 
number of government officiala, and I should 
be glad to see in the “Gazette” the opinions and 
criticisms of “Interested” and others on the 
principle of the scheme.

(From “The Times,” November 25, 1807) 
Translation of a Turkish Dispatch presented 

by his Excellency Mouhammed Ali Pasha,
